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Aids and Tools for Workers in Parent Education

HE information presented here is designed to help librarians prepare themselves 

to serve the specialized needs of organized parent education programs. The article, 

“Parent Education Through the Library,” in the 4.L.4. Bulletin for March 1938, 
should be read in connection with it. 

\ brief general summary of the parent education movement, by R. P. Bridgman, director 
of the National Council of Parent Education, will be found in the Handbook of Adult 
Education in the United States 1936 (p.132-39), accompanied by sketches of representative 
programs. 

The following references should give the librarian a working understanding of aims and 
methods, underlying philosophy, range of subject interest, and place of reading materials 
in this type of adult education. 

Problems for Parent Educators, I and II, edited by E. C, Lindeman and F. M. Thurston 
(National Council of Parent Education, 1929 and 1931, 50c, each) constitute the Proceed- 
ings of the first two conferences of the Council which were a determining factor in later 
developments. 

The role of the lay leader is a key to some of the problems of the librarian’s relationship 
to parent education groups. The function of lay leaders, their varying characteristics and 
qualifications, and their training are set forth in Discovering Lay Leadership in Parent 
Education, by Ruth Andrus and Associates (University of the State of New York, Albany, 
1935) ) and in Can Parents Educate One Another; a Study of Lay Leadership in New York 

», by Mary Shirley (National Council of Parent Education, Parent Education Mono- 
gray we lil.

cheese i. indicate the direction of present-day thinking are: “Trends in Parent 
‘ducation,” by M. D. Brown, in Annals of the American Academy of Political and Social 
Science (v.182, p.73-81, Nov. 1935. $2.50), and The Field of Parent Education; a Survey 
from the Viewpoint of Research, by H. L. Witmer (National Council of Parent Education. 
Parent Education Monograph I. 1934. 75c). Of particular interest to librarians is the 
section in the latter: “What are the sources of parent education other than study groups?” 
It has references to several studies of parents’ reading materials. 

Two publications of importance which give a survey of agencies and activities as they 
were at the time of publication, including methods and materials, are the Twenty-eighth 
Yearbook of the National Society for the Study of Education, Preschool and Parental 
Education (Public-School Publishing Co., Bloomington, IIl., 1929, $3.60) and a volume of 
the White House Conference on Child Health and Protection, Subcommittee on Types of 
Parent Education, Content and Method, Parent Education (Century, 1932, $2.50). 

A librarian specializing in parent education will find it necessary to know the services 


and publications of national and state organizations and departments which have parent 
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education programs. They are sources of valuable pamphlet material and often can assist 
libraries in other ways. A selected list which is limited for the most part to national 
agencies follows: AMERICAN AssocIATION OF University WomeEN, 1634 I St., N.W, 
Washington, D. C.; AMertcan Home Economics Association, 620 Mills Bldg., Washing.

A longer list, including Catholic, Jewish, and Protestant organizations will be found 
with descriptive notes in the Handbook of Adult Education 1936 (p.139-49). A fuller 
treatment of the work of agencies active about 1930 appears in the White House Confer. 
ence volume, Parent Education, and the Twenty-eighth Yearbook of the National Society 
for the Study of Education, previously cited. 

Parent education material is found in general magazines and in educational magazines— 
Progressive Education (Progressive Education Association), Childhood Education ( Asso- 
ciation for Childhood Education), and Understanding the Child (National Committee for 
Mental Hygiene); in magazines published for parents—National Parent-Teacher (National 
Congress of Parents and Teachers) and Parents Magazine (Parents Institute); in mag- 
azines published in related fields, of which Mental Hygiene (National Committee for 
Mental Hygiene) and The Child (U. S. Children’s Bureau) are examples. THe Bookst, 
available in almost all libraries, should be watched for current titles. 

Some professional magazines for the parent education worker are: Child Study, pub- 
lished monthly by the Child Study Association of America, $1. Each issue features a special 
topic (e.g. “Manners and the Younger Generation,” Feb. 1938; “Your Child’s Time.” 
March 1938), with articles by authorities, suggestions for study, and a brief bibliography. 
Each issue prints evaluative book reviews and abstracts of articles in magazines. An annual 
list of books for parents and teachers and a list of children’s books of the year are regular 
features. Parent Education is published five times a year, by the National Council of 
Parent Education, $2. “For members of the interested professions,” it includes notes 
on new books and pamphlets, abstracts of magazine articles, and news from the field, 
including conference reports. Occasional bibliographies are included such as “A Bibli- 
ography of Articles and Books on the Organization and Conduct of Marriage and Family 
Counselling Services 1924-1936,” by F. W. Herring (v.3, p.35-44, Apr. 1 and May 15, 
1936). Attention is called to v.1, no.5, Jan. 1, 1935, “The Library and Parent Education” 
and to the following articles: “Materials for Use in Parent Education,” by A. V. Keliher 
(v.2, p.3-5, 29-30, Nov. 15, 1935), “Youth and Education for Family Life,” a review of 
recent literature on the subject, by Esther McGinnis (v.4, p.80-85, Dec. 1937), “Use and 
Misuse of Books in Counselling”; some values and limitations of written materials as used 
by clients in marriage and family counselling service (v.4, p.139-46, Feb. 1938). For an

index to volumes 1-3, April 1934-May 1937, including book reviews and notes on pam- 
phlets, see V.4, NO.3, pt.2. 

There are no bibliographies of parent education material that are at the same time 
up-to-date, comprehensive, and analytical. 4 Bibliography on Family Relationships, by 
F. M. Thurston (National Council of Parent Education, 1932, $1), except for its date, 
belongs to this class and is still useful in spite of what six years have done to a rapidly 
developing field. 

Current books, pamphlets, and magazine articles can be followed in parent education 
and related magazines (see above) and in Family Life Education Service, a mimeo- 
graphed sheet of book annotations and reviews of magazine articles, recently launched 
by the American Home Economics Association ($1 per year). Annual annotated lists, 
which select from the literature of the year are: Child Study Association of America, 
Bibliography Committee, “Books for Parents and Teachers” (in Child Study and also 
issued separately) and F. L. Goodenough, “Selected References on Pre-School and 
Parental Education” (in Elementary School Journal). 

Many of the organizations referred to publish booklists and study guides which include 
reading references.

An index to bibliographies on such specific subjects as jealousy, fear, habit-formation, 
would be a useful reference tool. 

A list of books is appended which will map for the librarian the field’ most usually 
covered by parent education study programs and introduce him at the same time to some 
titles, most of them with good bibliographies, well-liked by leaders and by parents who 
use books with facility. It does not include titles on such homemaking subjects as nutrition, 
home decoration, or budgeting, or on that wide outer fringe of subjects of parent interest 
such as the school curriculum, housing, delinquency, and economic problems. 

Effective and economical book selection requires close consultation with local leaders, 
both because range of interest and viewpoint vary from community to community and

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group to group, and because parents and groups differ greatly in the way they use printed 
materials. Since even the most popularly written books are too formidable for many 
parents, a collection should be rich in pamphlets and magazines. The problem of the 
parent with seventh grade reading ability has scarcely been touched as yet, though studies 


and experiments are being made. 


Books are among the best sources for bibliographical references. Among those listed 
below are several which have excellent bibliographies.
